Before leaving Paris, Eisen- 
hower, disgusted and disappoint- 
ed at Khrushchev's summit tac- 
tics, ¢€ confidence that 
the collapse of the summit coen- 
ference had welded the West- 
ern alliance “even closer than 
before in determined pursuit of 
peace with justice.” 


In Riis airport speech on ar- 
rival in Lisbon, he dwelt on 
U.S-Portuguese friendship and 
mutual membership in NATO 
and the United Nations without

The President's 24hour visit 
to Portugal was advanced four 
days because of the early demise 
of the summit.

Before he left, Eisenhower 
issued a statement in which he 
expressed confidence that the 
collapse of the summit con- 
ference had welded the Western 
alliance even closer together in 
the quest for a joint . The 
NATO council backed this up. 


Secretary of State Christian 
A. Herter, Minister 
Maurice Couve de Murville and 
British Foreign Secretary Sel- 
wyn Lioyd briefed the NATO 
ambassadors and Foreign Minis- 
ters Heinrich von Brentano of 
Germany and Fatim  Rustu 
Zorlu of Turkey on Khrush- 
chev’s apparent return to the 
ways of Stalin and the Big-Four 
leaders’ immediate reaction. 


Following is the text of the 
communique: 


“The Permanent Council of 
the North. Atlantic Alliance met 
in Paris May-19 and heard state 
tients from the F* 
ters of France, Britain and the 
United States on the events 
which prevented the holding of 


the summit conference. 


“In the communique publish- 
ed at the end of its meeting in 
Istanbul (May 3) the NATO 
Council welcomed the p 
of negotiation with the Soviet 
Union and expressed the hope 
that these negotiations would 
lead to an improvement In in- 
ternational relations. 


“It regrets that Mr. Kh..ush- 
chev's position has made nego- 
tiation in Paris impossible. 


“Reaffirming the complete 
solidarity of the countries of 
the alliance, it fully approved 
the statement of the heads of 
states or of government that 
‘all outstanding international 
questions should be settled not 
by the use of threat of force 
but by peaceful means through 
negotiation” and they ‘remain 
ready to take part in such nego 
tiations at any suitable time in 
the future.” 


Annapurna II

KATMANDU, Nepal (UPI)—A 
joint British, Indian and Nepa- 
lese expedition on Tuesday be- 
came the first mountain climb- 
ing team to reach the top of 
Annapurna Il, 26,041 feet high, 
the vyernment of Nepal re 
ported Thursday.

Sino-Soviet Team |

A team of Chinese and 
Russian mountain climbers 
were reported to have scaled 
Mt. Everest from the north- 
ern slope, according to a 
Radio Pakistan report moni- 
tored here last night. 

The Radio Pakistan re- 
port, from Karachi, said, 
“The Nepalese Government 
spokesman announced in 
Katmandu today that the 
Chinese-Russian expedition 
is reported to have reached 
the peak of Mt. Everest from 
the northern slope which 
for so long was considered 
insurmountable. 

“During the controversy 
last month ovér Everest, 
the Nepalese Premier (B. P. 
Koirala) had declared that 
one reason why Everest 
must belong to Nepal was 
that it had never been 
climbed from the northern 
side,” the radio report said, 
It gave no other details.

BERLIN (AP)—Soviet Premi- 

ec Nikita Khrushchev arrived 
in Communist East Berlin 
Thursday promising to do all 

bie for a new summit con- 
erence in six to eight months. 


Khrushchev made no new 
threats against West Berlin, but 


Ls. 
The Soviet Premier declared 
thet the Soviet Union did not 
plam to change its. policy of 
seeking “peaceful coexistence” 
although the summit conference 
had failed. 


KRarushkchev arrived at’ 

nefeld Airfield on the Gut- 
Skirts of Commnunistrun East 
Berlin from the collapsed sum- 
mit conference In Paris. 


He plans discussions with 
East German Premier Otto 
Grotewohl and Communist liea- 
der Walter Ulbricht. The three 
are expected to decide their 
next moves in the cfitical 
struggle for Berlin. 

The Communist leaders may 

decide to sign a separate peace 
treaty between Russia and East 
Germany. This could lead to 
serious trouble between East 
and West. 
Or, more likely, the Commu- 
nist rulers may decide to hold 
off on a peace treaty, but create 
difficulties for isolated West 
Berlin. ’ 

After discussions between the 
German and Russian leaders, 
Khrushchev will address a 
crowd of 5,000 in a hall in East 
Berlin Friday night. 

Tens of thousands of East 

Berliners, freed from factories 
and offices, were waiting along 
the route that Khrushchev took 
from the airfield to the. resi- 
dence of East German President 
Wilhelm Pieck. 
Communist Party headquar 
ters set up a mammoth recep- 
tion for the Soviet leader. Red 
flags and slogans lined more 
than 25 miles of streets. 

But, for some unexplained 
reason, a mass meeting that 
might have drawn 250,000 Com- 
munist faithful was canceled. 

At his news conference in 
Paris, Khrushchev had said he 
would sign a treaty with the 
East German Communists when- 
ever he got ready. The official 
East German news agency quot 
ed him as adding flatly that no 
such treaty would be signed on 
this trip. 

The quotation was doubly sur- 
prising: correspondents could 
not recall hearing it, and up to 
now the East German Com- 
munists have been pressing hard 
for such a treaty at the earliest 
possible moment.

Under the provisions of the 
Constitution, the treaty ratifica- 
tion is automatic 30 days after 
it is passed hy the Lower House 
even if the House of Councillors 
does not vote on it. 

The current Diet had been 
originally scheduled to end 
May 26.

asked for mobilization of about 
500 policemen and eliminated 
obstructions of Socialist Repre- 
sentatives who sat down in 
front of. the Speaker's room.

At 11:50 p.m., Kiyose was es- 
corted by police to the plenary 
session hall and declared open- 
ing of a plenary session and 
approved a 50-day extension of 
the Diet by majority votes.

DJAKARTA (UPI)—The In- 
donesian Government Thursday 
requested the Communist Chi- 
nese Embassy to withdraw two 
consuls from North Sumatra 
and South Borneo for what it 
called actions which had an 
“anti-'ndonesian character.” 

The Indonesian Government 
in the first of two notes hand- 
ed to Chinese Embassy Coun- 
selor Chao Chen-yi rejected Red 
‘Chinese. protests against April 
27 incidents in connection with 
repatriation of overseas Chinese. 

The second note was an offi- 
cial Indonesian protest against 
actions of the Chinese consuls 
and the manner in which the 
Red Chinese Embassy handled 
the matter. 

The Indonesian note made it 
clear that the government 
wants Consuls Chiang Yen at 
Bandjarmasin in South Borneo 
and Liu Chin-yu at Medan, 
North Sumatra removed from 
their positions.

QUESTION: Taro Yoshida, of 
Tokyo, Japan, asks: “I have a 
transistorized radio receiving set 
which fits into my coat pocket. 
How does a transistor work?” 

ANSWER: In the early days 
of broadcasting, 40 years ago, 
receiving sets were crude and 
simple—a pair of earphones, @ 
little crystal and a “cat's 
whisker.” The latter was a fine 
wire with which one probed the 
crystal, like a dentist trying to 
find the sensitive spot in a, 
tooth. When the spot in the 
crystal was found, the broad 
cast could be picked up. 

With the development of ela- 
borate receivers, fitted with 
vacuum, giass-tube* thermonic 
Vaives, the crystal sets disap- 
peared—without anyone having 
satisfactorily explained why 
they worked at all. Then dur- 
‘Ing the last war, when Scientists 
were looking for smali, tough, 
unbreakable valves for airborne 
equipment, proximity fuses and 
the like, they had another look 


nated with galllum, the two 
outer ones contaminated with 
arsenic, 

This junction-transistor is a 
semi-conductor. Some materials, 
like copper, are “conductors” of 
electricity, Some, like germa- 
nium, in pure elemental form, 
are “insulators.” 

In pure germanium, the elec- 
trons of the atoms are firmly 
fixed, so that they cannot move 
about and carry electric cur- 
rent. But an atom of arsenic 
has one electron more than. the 
atom of germanium, while gal- 
lium has one electron less. 

So gallium, in the center of 
the germanium sandwich, is a 
kind of ‘Trojan Horse. It 
“opens” the crystal to the nega- 
tive electrons of the arsenic. If 
a positive current is applied to 
the “ham” tn the sandwich, 
these electrons are released. So 
by altering this current it is 
possible to amplify the effect 
of the flow of electrons. This 
can go on indefinitely—at least, 
transistors are too recent for 
anyone to Know yet what their 
“life” can be. Other crystals 
besides germanium can be used 
—ilicon, for example, which 
behaves better under hot con- 
ditions, 

Moreover, transistors do not 
generate heat nor need much 
current, so they can operate 


as fine as they can be made and 
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at the crystal.” But it was.not 
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from batteries and can be as 
small as a match-head while still 
producing the effects of full-siz- 
ed glass thermonic. valves, 
Their applications are still in 
their infancy.

The investment of foreigners 
in Japan’s stock market is still 
subject to rigid controls. 
According to the Foreign In- 
vestment Law, foreign capital 
may be introduced into Japan 
only when it is expected to con- 
tribute to the development of | 
Japan's domestic industry and 
have no adverse effect upon the 
balance of international pay- 
ments, 

Foreigners wishing to acquire 
stock of a Japanese industrial 
company must observe the 
following regulations: 

Regulations Not Complicated 

1. When foreign investors 
wish to remit in foreign cur- 
rency the principal and interest 
earned on their Japanese in- 
vestments, they must, in. the 
first place, make their invest 
ment in that foreign currency 
and also secure the approval 
of the Foreign Investment 
Council. 

2. Any “authorizel foreign 
investors” can invest in any 
“nonrestricted” industry, either 
with Japanese’ or foreign ‘cur- 
rency, wher they do not intend 
to remit in foreign currency 
the principal invested and the 
interest earned. 

With regard to investments 
in “restricted industries,” ac- 


vernment authorization and 
that of new shares calls for a 
report after they are obtained. 
“Authorized investors” 

will comprise only investors of 
countries to which Japan ac 
cords either “national” or most 


accords such treatment to the

Law itself does not limit the ac- 
quisition of stocks by foreign 
investors. But the Finance 
Minister's notice to the Bank of 
Japan, which actually handles 
such investments, limits the ac- 
quisition of the stocks of “re 
stricted industries” on the stock 
market to 5 per cent of the to- 
tal or less, and that of stocks 
“nonrestricted industries” to 5 
per cent or less. 

6. Acquisition of stocks out- 
side the stock market, which 
in most cases involves. foreign- 
ers’ participation in the man- 
agement, will be screened by 
the Foreign Investment Coun- 
cil on a case-by-case basis. 
Remittance Regulations Vary 


Remittance of dividends on 
stocks, by persons authorized to 
acquire them, or the money 
gained from selling them, will 
be free, 

Such dividends may be re 
mitted as earned but any prin- 
cipal that is withdrawn may 
be remitted only on a five-year 
installment plan after a two- 
year period of freezing. This 
means, that the principal, once 
invested, May not be refunded 
in full until seven years have 
expired. 

In this respect, stock invest- 
ments do not have the advan- 
tage of company debentures 
which, if they are of the five 
year term variety, can be re- 
covered immediately after re 
demption. 

For unittype investment 
trust funds a 10-year term is re- 
quired for recovery of the in 
vestment and interest earned.

The number of cases in both 
of these instances is roughly the 
sarne, but the value of the Ilat- 
ter is far greater than that of 
the former. 

A breakdown “by t of 
investors shows that individual 
investors numbered 19,485 as of 
1958, and juridical persons 
20,022. The number of shares 
acquired by individual investors 
came to 132,991,000 and those 
acquired by juridical to 
260,152,000 or about double the 
number of the former. 

Stocks thus gained by foreign 
investors accounted for only 1.45 
per cent of all Japanese stocks 
outstanding. It can thus be 
sald that the activity of for- 
eign investors is in ho way 
alarming. 

Moreover, more than 80 per 
cent of the individual investors 
are Americans of Japanese an- 
cestry who are planning to use 
in Japan, or for their return 
to Japan, the incorne gained 
through such investment. 

Meanwhile, loans, which ac- 
count for the greatest part of 
the foreign capital invested In 
Japan, consisted chiefly of 
those from the World Bank

Canada-India Aid Program 
Shows Significant Results 


NEW DELHI (UPI) — Cana- 
da's diversified $200 million aid 
program to India is beginning 
to show some easily descernible 
results this year. * 

On March 25, Prime Minister 
Nehru inaugurated the Kundah 
Hydroelectric Project, built 
through the combined efforts of 
Canada and India; and some 
time this summer the Canada- 
India nuclear reactor will go 
“critical” near Bombay. 

Canada has allotted million 
for the Kundah project which 
eventually Will produce 395,000 
kilowatts of electricity In the 
state of Southern Madras, The 
project makes use of several 
small etreams of the Niigiris or 
Blue Mountains and will irrigate 
several thousand acres of land. 
, Besides sharing in the con- 
struction of the project, Canada 
has provided turbines, genera- 
tors, stepup power transforn- 
ers and the construction equip- 
ment, 

The Canada-India nuclear reac- 
tor at Trombay is something of 
an intellectua a yt project 
which India proudly shows to 
its important visitors. So far 
this year, former Russian Pres- 
ident Klimenti Voroshiloy and 
the UAR’s President Nasser 
have toured the almost. com- 
pleted plant. 

' Canada and India are sharing 
‘hese costs of the $20 million solar 
reactor with Canada supplying

all the foreign exchange Involv- 
ed. The reactor will be used for 
research and testing when com- 
pleted. 

A large share of the Canadian 
aid program is administered on 
a grant or nonrepaymer* basis. 
This is in striking contrast to 
Russian aid. to India which is 
almost completely in form of 
long term, low interest repay- 
able loans. 

The Canadian aid program 
which began in 10951 has been 
spread over a variety of pro- 
jects. Wheat, both in the form 
of grants and loans repayable in 
Canadian dollars, constitutes 
roughly one third Of the $200 
million total. 

The program has included 
help in communications, plant 
protection, audiovisual education 
and milk distribution. Two of 
Canada’s newest projects are 
good.examples of the wide diver- 
sification,

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Poor Fishery Agreement 

The fishery agreement signed in Moscow on Wednesday 
can only be regarded as in the nature of a defeat for 
Japan although there is the reflection that matters might 
have been worse. 

The talks lasted 106 days before a protocol could be 
signed, and were marked by constant Soviet Russian 
efforts to scale down the fishery facilities open to Japanese 
fishermen in North Pacific waters. 

There was little doubt left that from the Russian point 
of view, political issues had to be alowed to color the 
negotiations, and the signature by Japan of the revised 
security treaty with the United States was not regarded 
by Moscow as a favorable preliminary to a fishery agree- 


ment favorable to Japan. 


The fact that these discussions have to take place 
annually between the two countries before the Japanese 
fleets can sail for their fishing grounds gives an op 
portunity to Moscow to bring pressure to bear on this 
country which it is difficult to withstand, but which is 
at-the same time distinctly unethical. 

The new agreement is a blow to the Japanese fishing 
industry and the small companies are likely to suffer most. 
Japan will only be allowed to catch 67,500 tons of salmon 
this season, including 15,000 tons of red salmon. The 
total catch in 1957 was 120,000 tons. The Russians endeavor- 
ed to cut it down to 50,000 tons this year, and it was 
only after a prolonged tussle at the conference table 
that the Japanese negotiators. were able to secure the 
higher figure that was eventually agreed upon—a figure 
halfway between the original Soviet figure and Japan’s 
request for 85,000 tons, the same as last year’s ceiling. 

One of the most unfavorable features of the new 
agreement is the creation of two fresh restrictive zones 
in the region of the 48th parallel and 155 to 160 longitude, 
which will bar fishing in 68 per cent of the area, and 
adjacent to the Kurile Islands. These restrictions will 
undoubtedly hit small drift-net fishing expeditions based 
on*northern Japanese ports, and if in subsequent years 
Seviet Russia continues its policy of constantly enlarging 
the no-fishing areas of the open seas the outlook for the 
Japanese fishing industry will become dark indeed. 

Although, as we have indicated, it is impossible to 
divorce Soviet Russia’s attitude on fishery issues from 
political motives, the Russians contend that stocks of fish, 
especially of salmon, over which there is the most pother; 
are steadily declining and that vigorous conservation meas- 
ures are consequently called for. The contention is justified 
to Some extent; although we think the decline in numbers 
of fish is exaggerated in Moscow. 


* 

The general state of the fisheries, however, needs 
investigation with a view to clearing up disputed points. 
Earlier this month, it was reported that a plan for co 
ordinated fishery research between Japan and the Soviet 
Union had been adopted in Moscow by the Soviet-Japanese 
fishery commission. This plan was to provide for joint 
research into the state of salmon, crab and herring stocks, 
beth sides organizing methods for studying the conditions 
for breeding fish in the rivers where they spawn. It was 
further proposed that both sides should have representa- 
tives on each other’s research vessels. Such a plan, if 
cafried out in a spirit of cooperation and amity, might 
lead to permanently good results. . 

~A further bone of contention betyreen the two nations 
has’ been found in the question of the size of the mesh of 
fishing nets. Russian experts presented a rmass of 
mathematical arguments during this year’s talks to support 
the Soviet claim that the Japanese should fish with 


| @Oarser nets. This would let more salmon escape into 


Russian spawning grounds. The Japanese delegates replied 
that an increase in the size of the net mesh had not yet 
been effectively tested, although a small increase in size 
Was put into effect a year ago. The Russians, it appears, 
want 50 per cent of the nets used to be made up of 
mesh with 68 millimeter holes. Japanese fishermen contend 
this would permit so many high quality King salmon to 
escape that fishing would become extremely expensive. 
At the time of writing no report had been received from 
Moscow as to how this’ matter was settled, if at all, but 
we can see no reason why an adjustment should not be 
made strictly on the facts. In any case, it is perhaps 
only fair that both Russian and Japanese fishermen should 
use -nets of the-same mesh, 


Mr. Kyuhei Suzuki, president of the Nihon Suisan Co., 
on Wednesday remarked that the new agreement was 
extremely unsatisfactory but that it seemed unavoidable 
in view of the prevailing political situation. He remarked 
that the settlement might give the impression that the 
smaller fishery operators would suffer most but the larger 
companies operating mother ships would not gain any 
advantage, he said. This comment perhaps sums up the 
result of the Moscow talks as well as any: The Japanese 
fishing industry will have to make the best of a poor 
bargain, and we must hope that next year the political 
situation will have improved and that the Russians will 
be inciined to treat this country more generously in 
a vital matter,

Views of the World 


Case of U2 and Espionage Overshadow ‘All Other Topics 


Everyone was talking about 
the U2 last week. 

That the United States is en- 
gaged in epying came as a 
shock to no one, Espionage, 
all agreed, is universally practic- 
ed and will be needed for self- 
protection until a world rule of 
law is achieved. The Soviet 
Union itself, many columnists 
noted, is the epicenter of the 
most ambitious espionage net- 
Work in the history of the world, 
and Khrushchev’s feigned in- 
dignation over the American 
spy plane is coldly calculated to 
exploit the Incident for a num- 
ber of domestic and interna- 
tional reasons, 


Most commentators neverthe- 
less were critical of the U.S. 
role in the U2 affair. Some 


opposed aerial espionage over 
the Soviet Union as needlessly 
provocative. Others objected 
only to the timing and attacked 
the Elsenhower Administration 
for not calling off such flights 
in the period before the sum- 
mit. And a few writers held 
that the only thing wrong was 
in getting caught. But almost 
everyone agreed that the U.S. 
Government, after Khrush- 
chev’s initial disclosures, dis- 
played unusually poor judg- 
ment in getting trapped in a 
lie and then issuing awkward 
admissions, The open declara- 
tion by the U.S. that it intends 
to continue aerial espionage 
over the Soviet Union also 
drew heavy criticism, 


Avowed Espionage 


Walter Lippmann, in the New 
York Herald Tribune, said there 
is nothing shocking in the 
news that the U.S. has been 
spying on the Soviet Union, but 
with the summit near it was a 
blunder for Eisenhower not to 
have suspended the espionage 
fights. Spying is a dirty 
but necessary business in which 
all Powers ate engaged. But 
until now it has been standard 
practice for governments never 
to admit espionage. Now the 
U.S. has stumbled into the new 
and provocative policy that be- 
cause of Soviet secrecy it will 
be “avowed” U.S. policy to con- 
tinue eerial reconnaissance over 
the Soviet Union. This is an 
open challenge to the Soviet 
Union which makes it impos- 
sible for Khrushchev to play 
down the incident and will 
force him to threaten 
countries from which e 
“avowed” flights will be made.

York Times, observed that the 
downing of the US. spy plane 
is embarrassing but—like the 
case of Col. Abel, the Soviet 
spy caught in the U.S—not a 
“casus belli.”

Coming on the eve of the sum- 
mit conference, however, the 
U2 fiasco has ied to a lot of 
fatiatious talk about the “cold 
war” being resumed at the ex- 

nse of “peaceful coexistence.” 
mn reality, the same desperate 
struggle has persisted all along. 
The only “cold war” Khrush- 
chev wished to call off was 
Western resistance to Com 
munist designs. “Undoubtedly, 
however, both East and West 
must restrain flamboyant cold 
war impulses so that at least 
the appearance of detente can 
be presented.

The present Rus- 
sian sense of humor decidedly 
lacks something! 


What is even more [lluminat- 
ing is that at the reception given 
to celebrate the 15th an- 
hniversary of the Soviet victory 
in the lastywar, at which many 
foreign guests and diplomats in- 
cluding some of the offenders 
were present, instead of enlarg- 
ing on some shining heroic, 
brave deed, Khrushchev indulg- 
ed in more insulting words 
threatening those who “lease 
their territory” etc., etc., I won- 
der if Oskar Gunderson, the Nor- 
wegian ambassador and Salman 
All, Pakistan charge d'affaires 
looked (if not felt) like school- 
boys being taken to task for vio- 
lating the only authority there 
is In the world!

After “moshi, 
moshi,” there are elaborate 
formalities and greetings, accom- 
panied by gestures and expres- 
sions suitable to polite conver- 
sation, with many nods and 
bows and longer bows and very 
deep bows before the receiver is 
put down, 


On the whole Indians are in- 
formal. But there are some 
parts where fine manners and 
delicacy of speech are prized 
above other things. A story is 
told of two gentlemen of Luck- 
now who stood at the door of a 
railway carriage and in defer- 
ence, each requested the other 
to énter first. While they were 
thus engaged In fine and flowing 
language and bows and smiles 
the train pulled out of the sta- 
tion. In India trains do not run 
frequently. In fact most trains 
leave only once in 24 hours! 

You can well understand why 
I, halfling from Lucknow and 
living among the Japanese as I 
do now, am more impressed by 
the language than by the 
political situation of the week,

The worship of Koyast-sama 
or Koyasu-gami seems to be 
very old. The Koyasu Shrine 
at Hachioji, Tokyo, is said to 
have been erected in 731 in 
rayer for the easy delivery of 

ipress Komyo. 

Koyasu shrines are reported 
to be dedicated to Konohana- 
sukuya-hime, a mythological 
deity who gave birth to three 
sons While her delivery hut was 
on fire. 

Koyasu-Kannon and Koyasu- 
Jizo are also worshiped 
throughout th® country, partic- 
ularly in western districts. 
Kannon is the Buddhist goddess 
of mercy, and Jizo is the Bud- 
dhist guardian of children. 
Both these Buddhist statues are 
worshiped by t moth- 
ers for the easy delivery 
of their babies. 

The ancient Koyasu-sama 
worship came to be mixed with 
Buddhism as the new religion 
spread among the people. 
Christians under persecution 
in Tokugawa days worshiped 
Christ In the statue of Kannon. 
Likewise Koyasu-sama came to 
be worshiped in the shape of 
Kannon or Jizo. 


Koyasu-4ama in many rural dis- | 


tricts, and their worship gave 
rise to many traditional 


customs. 
At Gonohe in Aomori, there 
was formerly a custom of moth- 


ers offering bags of rice to K6-| 


yasusama in prayer for easy 
child delivery. The bags were 
called milk bags. Mothers who 
did not have enough milk for 
their babies went to Koyasu- 
sama and borrowed the bags 
already presented there. They 
took the rice, cooked a ate 
it. If such mothers as a result 
got more milk, they thanked 
Koyasu-sama by offering new 
rice bags.
